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WEATHER BUREAU'S 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
*Mid-July to Mid-August 1954 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for the period from mid-July 
to mid-August calls for temperatures to average below seasonal 
normals in the Northeast and Great Lakes region and near nor mal 
along the Pacific, Atlantic, and Gulf coasts. In the remainder of F 
the country above normal temperatures are indicated with especially 
high departures continuing in the central part of the nation. 


Precipitation amounts are expected to exceed normal over the Great 
Basin, Southeast, and Great Lakes, Suonormal amounts are pre- ' 
dicted from the Great Plains eastward to the Middle Atlantic States and 
_ also in the West Coast States, Near normal rainfall is predicted in 

' areas not specified,

WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING JULY 20, 1954 


Very hot, dry weather generally continued over the southern two-thirds 
of the country east of the Continental Divide. This has been the. 
Situation in the greater part of this area since early in June except 
along the Gulf Coast. Maximum temperatures 100° or higher on 
Tuesday the 18th in the area bounded by the broken line from El Paso 
to the northeastern corner of Wyoming, then to Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
from there through Montgomery, Alabama to the coast, This central 
area of high maximum temperatures decreased in size during the 

next 3 days although maxima of 100° or higher also occurred on 
Wednesday over most of the eastern half of the Central Atlantic States, 
The mid-continent area of high maxima increased considerably in 

size on Saturday and Sunday, decreasing somewhat on Monday, 

Maxima of 110° or higher occurred in the central part of the country 

on Tuesday and in the Mississippi and Ohio Valleys on Wednesday, and 
again on Sunday. In the 4-state area of Kansas, Oklahoma, Missouri and 
Arkansas, average temperatures for the week were from 6-13 degrees

increasing, Primarily Camnula pellucida, Melanoplus mexicanus and M. 

IDAHO - During week ending July 3 
total of 36, 200 acres treated in desert areas of Minidoka and Lincoln 
Counties, Survey.in Stanley Basin area of. Custer County showed very 
heavy infestation of C. pellucida on 1, 500 - 2,000 acres of meadow 
areas, Average population for the area about 70 - 100 per yard.

In central and southeast areas M. differentialis and M, 
bivittatus, primarily, continue to devour huge quantities of corn plants, 
Vast destruction of crop in some areas where many fields have 3 to 15 
grasshoppers per plant, (Matthew), NEW MEXICO - Attack continues 
in Espanola Valley. (Dobson, July 10). MISSOURI - Melanoplus spp. 
damage continues heavy over State except extreme southeast. Moving 
into crops from drought-stricken pastures, M. bivittatus almost 100 
percent adults with egg-laying beginning.

(95 percent M, mexicanus) up to 100 per square yard in Morrison 
County. Ninety-five percent adult, About 400 acres being treated. 
Large numbers of early -instar grasshoppers (mostly M. bivittatus) 
in grassy margins of crops in Twin Cities area, Indications this 
condition may be general throughout southern counties. (Minn. Ins. Rept. 
Serv. ). ILLINOIS - Grasshoppers, mainly M. differentialis , M. 
femur-rubrum and M, mexicans, average 1 to 14 per square yard 
in roadside grass, clover and alfalfa in most of the State, (Petty).

EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - KANSAS - Four to 30 
percent infestation in Douglas County, 4 to 12 in Shawnee County, Larvae 
80 percent in pupation in Kansas River Valley. (Matthew). NEBRASKA - — 
First generation larvae pupating, mortality of first-generation larvae 
very light. Peak egg deposition will likely occur last week of July. 
Broods will overlap into one continuous infestation of stages. (Roselle). 
MINNESOTA - Average number of infested plants per 100 examined: 
southeast 12, south central 52, southwest 96, west central 32 and east 
central17, Shothole injury and tunneling apparent in all districts. Per- 
centage infested plants considerably higher than last year in south 
central and southwest districts.

(Roselle). KANSAS - Continue to infest whorls and beginning on ears in 
earlier fields. Many first-brood larvae pupating. (Matthew). MISSOURI - 
Generally between broods in southeast but nearly full-grown larvae continue 
to infest whorls of corn over rest of state, (Kyd, Thomas), ILLINOIS - 
Infestation this yéar may be one of heaviest on record. (Decker).

Thirty-five percent emergence of new brood July 18. Average of 3.3 
larvae per plant in 4 to 96 percent of corn in Harvey County, 18 percent 
emergence July 14, (Burkhardt), From 2 ~ 4 percent infestation in 
Woodson County, 4 - 16 in Allen County and 4 percent in one field in 
Wyandotte -County at Kansas City, This is a new record for this insect 
being this far north and east in Kansas.

A WIREWORM (Melanotus communis) - CONNECTICUT - Destroyed 40 
percent of stand in 60-acre cornfield at Litchfield and damage continuing. 

MAINE - Ten acres of corn replanted at Farmington, (Bennett, 
June rept. ). 


STINK BUGS- ARIZONA - Damage to grain sorghum in Arva Valley, 
Pima County, 2 - 3 per head. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.).

VIRGINIA - Average of 200 per 100 sweeps in 
alfalfa in Botetourt and 48 per 100 in Rockingham County. (Morris), 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - VIRGINIA - Increasing in 
alfalfa in Loudoun and Fauquier Counties, some yellowing. Average of 
260 per 100 sweeps of 12-inch net in Botetourt and Rockingham Counties, 
(Morris). ILLINOIS - From 0,1 to 14, 2 leafhoppers per sweep in alfalfa 
and clover in fields examined in.most areas. (Petty), MARYLAND - 
From QO, 2 to 1Q3 nymphs and adults in alfalfa in Anne Arundel, 
Wicomico and Frederick Counties, damage nguieeanls in Frederick

MEADOW SPITTLEBUG (Philaenus leucophthalmus) - VIRGINIA - 
Populations of 112 and 16 per 100 sweeps in alfalfa in Rockingham and 
Botetourt Counties, (Morris), MAINE - Moderate infestation, light 
injury throughout State. (Simpson, June Rept. ). 


LESPEDEZA WEBWORM (Tetralopha scortealis) - SOUTH CAROLINA - 
Serious infestation on 75 acres of lespedeza in Anderson County. (Nettles). 


ALFALFA WEBWORM (Loxostege commixtalis) - TEXAS - Heavy local 
infestation in alfalfa in Travis County, medium local in Kaufman County. 
(Cook, Simmons), 
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GARDEN WEBWORM (Loxostege similalis) - MISSOURI - Lignt damage 
to alfalfa in southeast area. (Kyd, Thomas). KANSAS - Activity of 
present destructive brood about over, but moths numerous in alfalfa 
over State, (Matthew), 


CLOVER HEAD WEEVIL (TIychius stephensi) - DELAWARE - Numerous 
on red clover in several areas. (Late News). 


CLOVER HEAD CATERPILLAR (Grapholitha interstinctana) - DELAWARE .- 
Adults numerous in red clover in several areas. (Late News). 


CLOVER ROOT BORER (Hylastinus obscurus) - VIRGINIA - Six to 12 per 
plant in two fields of red clover in Augusta County(Woodside), Forty 
percent injury to a field in Montgomery County. (Turner). 


CLOVER ROOT CURCULIO (Sitona hispidula) - VIRGINIA - Serious 
injury to red clover in Montgomery County. (Turner). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - WYOMING - Damage very severe 
in alfalfa not rreated earlier, First-crop alfalfa being cut earlier 
than in previous years. (Poyner). 


APHIDS - VIRGINIA - Infestations light in Botetourt and Rockingham 
Counties. (Morris). NEW MEXICO - Myzocallis trifolii on alfalfa 
is "number one" insect throughout State. Now injurious in all alfalfa- 
growing areas, (Dobson, July 10). ARIZONA - Therioaphis ononidis 
becoming very severe in some fields of alfalfa in Salt River Valley, 
Large numbers of winged forms migrating. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ), 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - RHODE ISLAND - Armyworms 
(prob, P. unipuncta) infesting experimental corn at Kingston. (Hyland). 
MICHIGAN - Infestations remain spotted Hutson, 7/9.),WISCONSIN - 
Continue scattered damage throughout southern area. Most infestations 
heavily parasitized. (Chambers, .7/10). MINN. - Destroying small 
grains, grasses, flax and corn in most agricultural areas. Very heavy 
infestations and severe damage in east central and Red River Valley areas, 
Severe damage necessitating emergency control measures in Wilkin, 
Stevens, Grant, Swift, Chippewa, Kandiyohi, Clay, Norman, Martin, 
Faribault, Freeborn and Renville Counties, Also reported present in 
every field examined in southern Minnesota.

ENGLISH GRAIN APHID - (Macrosiphum granarium) - NEVADA - 
Increasing on wheat, Control measures underway. (Gallaway). 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR (Anticarsia gemmatilis) - SOUTH 
CAROLINA - First adults of season in light trap at Charleston July 9. 
(Cuthbert), 


SPIDER MITES - MARYLAND - Light to heavy infestations on sida 
Wicomico County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.) 


LYGUS BUGS - WISCONSIN - Very abundant in alfalfa and strawberries 
in southern area, (Chamb. 7/10)ARIZONA - Increasing on alfalfa near 
Tempe. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). NEVADA - Severe in many fields of 
alfalfa in Lyons County. (Gallaway), UTAH -L,. elisus, L. hesperus 
and Lygus spp. numerous to very numerous in most untreated alfalfa, 
(Knowlton). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - MARYLAND - Light to moderat 
damage to soybeans in Wicomico County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


A GRAPE COLASPIS (Colaspis sp.) - GEORGIA - Heavy infestations on 
soybeans in Bleckley County and on okra in Grady County. (Jordan), 
NORTH CAROLINA - In Edgecombe County 4.5 percent of newly-formed 
pods of peanuts injured. (Dogger). ILLINOIS - From 0,9 to 4.6 per 
sweep in red clover over wide areas, (Petty). 


BLISTER BEETLES - WISCONSIN - More abundant than usual in alfalfa 
and attacking garden crops in Grant, Dane and Jefferson Counties, 
(Chamb, 7/10) INDIANA - Defoliating soybeans in Daviess County. (Davis). 
SOUTH CAROLINA - Adults moderate on soybe‘ans in Jasper County. 
(Nettles), ARKANSAS - Epicauta spp, continue heavy on several crops, 
(Warren, Barnes), 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifureata) - MISSOURI - Loss of 5 - 20° 
percent of soybean foliage in southeast, adults becoming more numerous, 
(Kyd, Thomas). 
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RED-NECKED PEANUTWORM (Stegasta bosquella) - NORTH CAROLINA - 
Light infestation on peanuts in Edgecombe County. (Dogger). 


TOBACCO THRIPS (Frankliniella fusca) - NORTH CAROLINA - Seventy 
percent of peanut plants showing injury in Edgecombe County, 29 thrips 
per 10 terminals. Population declining, (Dogger). 


RICE WATER WEEVIL (Lissorhoptrus simplex) - LOUISIANA - Heavy 
emergence of adults in Vermillion and Acadia Parishes. (Helm, Smith; 
July 10). 


A GROUND PEARL (Eumargarodes laingi) - NORTH CAROLINA - Reported 
infesting centipede, St. Augustine and Bermuda grasses at Wilmington, 
This is an extension, apparently, of the known range of this insect, 
(Mitchell), 


WHITE -FRINGED BEETLES (Graphognathus spp.) - SOUTH CAROLINA - 
New infestation (G. leucoloma striatus) at McCormick. (Haley). 
MISSISSIPPI - Recent scouting has revealed spread of the white-fringed 
beetle to 26 properties in several counties of the"delta" section. These 
are the first infestations found in this section and treating of infested 
properties continues, (Young). 


Insects on Grass in Southern Florida: Scales (Antonina graminis and 
Odonaspis ruthae) generally infesting St, Augustine and Bermuda grasses 

in Dade Courity, Pentatomids (Euschistus sp., Proxys punctulatus, 
Mormidea pictiventris and Solubea puqnay) average 2 to 5 per foot of 
Bermuda grass at Modello. Lygaeids (Pachybrachius bilobatus and 
Paromius lonculus) averaged 6 per square foot of shaded St. Augustine 
grass at t Homestead. Six mirids (Polymerus basalis fuscatus) per square 
foot on this variety at Homestead, Two spittlebugs (Tomaspis _bicincta)p. sqi 
ee Bermuda grass at Modello.and 4 to 5 mealy plum aphids (Hyalopterus 

- arundinis) noted on reed grass at Florida City. A bug (Pangaeus bilineatus) 
: bes a weevil (Lachnopus floridanus) reported on St. Augustine grass at 

Key West. A sugarcane scale (Targionia sacchari) averaged 2 per square 
foot of grass locally at Homestead, (Link), 


- SAP BEETLES - VIRGINIA - Average of 5 per damaged silk in corn in 
Augusta County.(Morris). Considerable injury to sweet corn in eastern 
counties, actually more than corn earworm at present time. (Brubaker, 
Hofmaster, Greenwood), 
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PRUIT INSECTS 


ORCHARD MITES - MaINE - Severe] infestation of Eurcpean red mite 

on some apple trees at Monmouth in late June. (Lathrop), NEW YORK - 
some orchards heavily infested in Rockland County, considerable 
bronzing. (Clark). Two-spotted spider mite and Eurcrean red mite. 
increasing in many orchards. (Corey). NEW JERSEY - Continued to 
uild up in some peach and apple orchards, (Farley), BELAWARE - 
Remain problem in some orchards. (Late News). VIRGINIA - European 
red mite (Metatetranychus ulmi ) infestation medium in northern area, 
but mites are more abundant than usual. (Hough), More persistent 

this year on apples in Amherst, Albemarle, Nelson and Augusta_Couxties. 
(Bobb). NORTH CAROLINA - Fifty percent of orchards infested with 

M. ulmi in Wilkes, Henderson, and Haywood Counties. Very severe in 
Haywood. Winter eggs being deposited July 8. Three to.four adults of 
Tetranychus bimaculatus per leaf on apple in Alexander County. 

‘Tetranychus sp. averaged 2 - 3 per leaf on apple in Wilkes County. 
(Turnipseed, Farrier), GEORGIA - Spider mites, prebably T. bimaculatus 
very severe on 300 acres of apple orchards in Habersham County. 

Ladino clover in all orchards also heavily infested. Average of 160 

mites and 240 eggs per clover leaflet and 245 mites and 330 eggs per 
apple leaf. It is believed infestation built up on clover. (Taylor). 

OHIO - Slow to develop but now appearing in several orchards. 

(Cutright), ILLINOIS - European red mite very prevalent in some southern 
areas despite use of parathion, (Chandler). MICHIGAN - Populations 

low because of rain (Hutson, July 10), MISSOURI - Increase in almost 

all orchards, some injury. (Wkly. Rept. Fr. Grs.). UTAH - Pear 

leaf blister mite (Eriophyes pyri) severely infuring foliage of some 

pear trees in some areas, (Knowlton). OREGON - Rust mites, probavly 
Vasates sp,, very abundant on cherries and pears in LaGrande area, 

July 7. (Every). 


CODLING MC®H (Carpocapsa pomonella)- NEW JERSEY - Second-brood 
moth emergence increasing in central and southern areas, (Farley). 
VIRGINIA - Light to‘medium injury to apples in Madison County. (Boob). 
OHIO - Injury by first brood slightly above average. (Cutright). 
INDIANA - Large numbers of new enteries in orchards at Vincennes 
between July 9-12. (Hamilton). OREGON - Second-generation adults 
started emerging July 5 in Milton Freewater area, (Wallace). 
WASHINGTON - First brood abeut over in Yakima Valley. (Newcomer). 
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APPLE MAGGOT - MASSACHUSETTS - Emergence steadily increasing. 
(Crop Pest Cont. Mess.). NEW YORK - Emergence possibly at peak 
in eastern area, (Dean), First flies taken at Irondequoit, western 
area, July 12. Catches light since. (Smith). GEORGIA - Three males - 
trapped June 30 in Union County. (Taylor). MICHIGAN - Emerged at Leland 
July 8. (Hutson), MINNESOTA - Emergimin southeast July 9 and south- 
west July 15. (Minn. Ins, Rept. Serv.). 


CURCULIO ON APPLE - OHIO - More severe than usual. (Cutright). 


APHIDS - NEW YORK - Apple aphid abundant and damaging in sprayed 
orchards in Columbia County. (Poray). This aphid continues problem 
in Wayne County. (Small). 


PEAR-SLUG (Caliroa cerasi) - WISCONSIN - Very aburidant in Jéfferson, 
Grant and Racine Counties.

STORED PRODUCTS INSECTS 


STORED -TOBACCO INSECTS - VIRGINIA - Cigarette beetle (Lasioderma 
serricorne) and tobacco moth(Ephestia elutella) mid-summer broods 
due to emerge soon. Outlook for possible damage by each varies, but 
on the whole is probably slightly better than in 1953, Light to moderate 
damage by the beetle is expected at Richmond, Portsmouth and 
Danville. Moderate to heavy damage is expected at Kenbridge. ‘Tobacco 
moth is expected to cause only light to moderate pee at all points, 
(Morris).

BLACK TURPENTINE BEETLES - TEXAS - Medium widespread on 
pines in Liberty and Montgomery Counties, Causing mortality. (Young). 


BIRCH LEAF MINER (Fenusa pusilla - MAINE - Heavier than in 1953, 
Washington County, (Mason, June). 


BARK BEETLES - PENNSYLVANIA - Severe ice storm three years 
ago in Blair County severely damaged elms. Only one case of 
Dutch elm disease reported at that time, Now County Agent reports 
over a thousand cases in Hollidaysburg alone. (Udine).

MITES - KANSAS - Heavily infesting elms in many areas, (Matthew). 
TEXAS - Conspicious browning on pine and oak in Cass, Camp and 
Cherokee Counties. (Young). MARYLAND - Heavy on hemlock in 
Wicomico County. (U. Md., Ent, Dept.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popilka japonica) - INDIANA - Specimen found 
in 4-H insect collection from Lafayette. First record for Lafayette. 
(Davis). 


IRIS BORER (Macronoctua onusta) - MINNESOTA - Several reports of 
damage in Twin Cities area, (Minn. Ins. Rept, Serv,). 
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EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - RHODE ISLAND - | 
Steadily increasing, many more requests than usual for control, Found 
for first time in northwest corner State at Burrillville. (Mathewson). 
UTAH - Causing great annoyance around homes and some damage to 
plants. Some spread in range. (Knowlton). 


COLUMBINE BORER (Papaipema purpurifascia) - MINNESOTA - 
Damage to columbines in Lincoln County. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 


MIS CELLANEOUS INSECTS | 
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AN EPHEMERID (Hexayenia sp.) -- MINNESOTA - Littered downtown 
St. Paul and Stillwater 2 or more inches deep. Largest flight in 24 years 
(Minn, Ins. Rept. Serv, ). 


“ECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY 


Adult specimens of Phlyctinus callosus Boh., the so-called vine 
calendra, were intercepted on several occasions recently with grapes 
from South Africa. These weevils are invariably dead upon arrival 
probably due to the cold treatment the grapes receive enroute from 
Africa, On other occasions live adults have been found in passengers' 
baggage and ships' stores. More than 25 interceptions of this insect 
have been made at Atlantic Coast ports during the last ten years, a 
few each year in regular pattern. A native of South Africa, where it 
has been known as an injurious insect since 1895, P. callosus_ has 
been introduced into New South Wales and South Australia. It is not 
yet known to be established in the United States. The larvae feed on 
the roots of various plants, including grape, and the adults attack the 
fruit clusters and are said to be most destructive in young vineyards, 
(M. J, Ramsay). . 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


MOSQUITOES - WISCONSIN - Weather has favored development of 
unusually heavy infestations,’ Nuisance to livestock as well as people. 
(Chambers), .MISSISSIPPI - Psorophora spp. so annoying in Stoneville 
district that it is impossible to stay outside at night. (Young). UTAH - 
Aircraft control in Davis County apparently less effective than during 
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1953. (Nichols, Knowlton), ‘RHODE ISLAND - Salt-marsh mosquito 
(Aedes sollisitans) has built up to acute situations at Galilee where 
road construction ovstructed drainage. Larvae averaged about 150 
per dip but population was greatly reduced by larvicide. (Hyland). 
MAINE - Outbreak in Orono region during June, (Olson). 


FLIES ON LIVESTOCK - KANSAS - Counts on unsprayed dairy cattle 
at Manhattan: stable fly 18, horn fly 24, house fly 3. (Matthew). 
MARYLAND - House flies becoming numerous in cattle barns in 
Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent, Dept.), UTAH- Abundant on 
cattle in pastures in several areas. (Knowlton), 


BLACK FLIES - MINNESOTA - Annoyance north of Twin Cities. (Minn. 
Ins. Rept, Serv.). MAINE - Outbreak in Orono region. (Olson, June 
rept), 


FOWL TICK (Argas persicus) - FLORIDA - Average 1, Q00 per square 
foot in poultry houses and on trees at Panama City, (Sorensen). 


Weather continued: 


above normal, The central part of the country and southern Great Plains 
are suffering severely from the drought. Kansas as an example reports 
widely scattered showers together with one of the hottest weeks of record 
with maximum of 1109 on from 3-6 days of the week in the central and 
southeastern section, and new records from 115-120" in Franklin County 
and southward, Most important general rainfall occurred west of the 

_ Mississippi River during the week except a few locally heavy showers in 

the Rocky Mountain States. Good rain occurred in Ohio, southern 

Pennsylvania, the Central Atlantic States and over parts of lower Great 
Lakes Region and the middle and eastern Gulf States. In most cases, 

however, rainfall was insufficient to give complete relief. Damage by 

line squall winds in Pennsylvania on the night of the 14th was estimated 
at 10 million dollars with 4 deaths and many injuries, Utility services 

in the central Southeastern parts of the state were interrupted longer 
than during any previous storm and the dollar damage to the industry in 
this area was one of the greatest on record, (Summary Supplied by 

U. S. Weather Bureau), 
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wDDITIONAL NOTES 


WISCONSIN - (week ending July 17) - A.RMYWORMS have been building 
up and surveys indicate that they are rather widespread but thus far 
most threatening in Barron, Polk, St. Croix, Pierce, Dunn, Chippewa, 
Fau Claire, Shawano, and Langlade Counties. Thus far, damage mostly 
to corn but will be serious threat to small grain. Infestations in southern 
area which were threatening two weeks ago now subsided with appearance 
of parasites, although considerable spraying was necessary, EUROPEAN 
CORN BORER infestations still very light compared with previous years, 
but ideal weather conditions may build up heavy infestation of second 
brood, GRASSHOPPERS are continuing to hatch in southern Wisconsin 
in heavier soils and are doing damage to small grains in scattered areas 
throughout north central parts of State. APPLE MAGGOT flies are 
appearing in large numbers in Richland and Crawford Counties and in 
some of other fruit-growing areas. STRAWBERRY WEEVIL in large 
numbers in houses in many sections of State. FIELD CRICKETS more 
abundant than usual and building up in destructive numbers on some 
farms. SQUASH BUG very abundant in the southern part of the State. 
POTATO LEAFHOPPER very abundant on beans and potatoes in Dodge, 
Jefferson, and Portage Counties. SMALLER EUROPEAN ELM BARK 
BEETLE very abundant in several areas of southern Wisconsin where 

a survey is being conducted. LARCH SAWFLY caused complete 
defoliation of two small standin Washburn and Sawyer Counties, prevalent 
in the northwest area. YELLOW -HEADED SPRUCE SAWEFLY - see 
on a white spruce windbreak in Sheboygan County. (Cham bers). 


LOUSIANA - BEAN LEAF BEETLE is generally distributed and catiercam 
severe ragging of soybean in Assumption, St. Mary, Iberia and Vermillion 
Parishes (Burhs). LESSER CORNSTALK BORER causing severe damage 
to young corn in East Baton Rouge Parish. (Floyd). SUGARCANE BORER 
sufficiently heavy in rice in Plaquemine Parish to justify control measures 
(Burns). BANDED CUCUMBER BEETLE abundant on soybeans in 
Assumption, St. Mary, and Iberia Parishes, (Burns), COWPEA CURCULI 
(Chalcodermus aeneus?) infestation of 5 percent of the seed of cowpeas 
found for the southwestern part of the State. Infestation sufficiently 
high to be of interest to the canning industry. (Floyd). 


OKLAHOMA -SOD WEBWORM very numerous in Bermuda grass lawns 
of Oklahoma and Canadian Counties. (Bower). REDUVID bites relatively 
common in Payne County. GRASSHOPPERS in tremendous numbers in 
alfalfa, pastures, and are moving in on cotton. FALL WEBWORM heavily 
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infesting persimmon, walnut, and pecan trees in central and eastern 
Oklahoma, (Stiles). CHINCH BUGS heavy infestation corn in Creek 
County, (Arbuthnot), SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER first-brood 
pupation nearly complete in Payne County. Emergence over 75 percent. 
Plentiful on corn not dried up. Over 30 percent parasitized. Eggs very 
scarce in Tulsa County. (Hensley , Arbuthnot), HOUSE FLY and 
STABLE FLY very low for time of year. Scudder grill counts over 20 
are hard to find. ( Howell). 


SOUTH DAKOTA - ARMYWORMS - causing severe damage to oats, flax 
and corn in scattered locations in Moody, Lake, Miner, Jerauld, Brule, 
Aurora, Hanson, McCook, Minnehaha, Hutchinson, Gregory, Clay and 
Union Counties. One confirmed report from Butte County in northern 
Black Hills. Larvae heavily parasitized; majority almost full grown in 
eastern counties. (Lofgren, Spawn). EUROPEAN CORN BORER in 
central eastern counties infestation runs near 100 percent in early corn-- 
borers entering stalks -- most effective time for spraying past. Samples 
indicate average of 563 borers per 100 plants (up to 1, 400 in some fields). 
New specimen records from Jones, Shannon, and Fall River Counties. 
Present indications are for extremely heavy second brood. (Lofgren, 
Spawn, Halvorson). A definite build-up of GRASSHOPPER infestation 
in central western South Dakota, (M. mexicanus, M. bivittatus, and 
M. differentialis involved). Some fields up to 80 nymphs and adults 
per square yard. STRIPED FLEA BEETLE in southwestern South 
Dakota abundant, up to 8 per sweep, and producing considerable injury 
to alfalfa. LEAFHOPPER nymphs up to 14 per sweep in some alfalfa 
fields of western South Dakota. COLORADO POTATO BEETLE, 
POTATO FLEA BEETLE and POTATO LEAFHOPPER causing 
considerable damage to potatoes in Custer County. (Lofgren, Halvorson), 


GRASSHOPPERS - (Wéek ending July 3) - ARIZONA - Apache National 
Forest threat apparently nullified by unfavorable weather conditions. 
TEXAS - Cooperative control efforts in Gray, Hemphill and Lipscomb 
Counties completed on June 29 with 40; 060 acres treated. WYOMING - 
Control program continues. On July 2 aircraft spraying completed on 
127, 020 acres in Park County, 18,500 acres in Hot Springs, 9,978 acres 
in Goshen, 3,200 acres in Platte and 2,651 acres in Johnson. Latter 
three counties ground sprayed 2,500 acres. Total 163, 849 acres,
